Forty-seven rural schools and five 
indeptuidcnt school districts 
in 
Co 
nianclie county are to receive a total 
of $18,330 state aid, according to in­ 
formation received this week by Coun­ 
ty Superintendent H. L. Gantz from 
the state departm ent 
of education. 
This is ait increase of $0,706 over the 
amount apportionotl to the county last 
year, Mr. Gantz states, and $316 over 
the am ount apportioned for the scho­ 
lastic year 1921-22J 
ru e auiouut »»i state aid to he np- 
portioned to each school cannot la* de­ 
termined until the schools of the coun­ 
ty have all been inspected by the rural 
school 
supervisor. 
The 
supervisor 
will then make apportionments 
ac­ 
cording to the needs of the school, the 
superintendent states.

Speaking of the state aid appropria­ 
tion Superintendent Gantz s a id : "We 
have the most promising school year

W ith this lib- 
eral grant of state aid to the schools 
of this county which will enable most 
of them to carry out their contract 
w ith tin* teachers. 
I see no reason 
why we cannot maintain the excel­ 
lent record we now have as one of 
the hest rural counties in this section 
of the state.” 
Accompanying the announcement of 
tiie at ottnt allotted to this county, 
the county superintendent received tin* 
following letter from L. D. Borden, 
chief supervisor of rural schools: 
Used in Four Ways 
“T he rural aid fund for this year is. 
as you know, $1,500.600. 
According 
to the provisions of the IU*W law, it 
can be used for four distinct and sep 
a rate purposes: 
First, to enable trus- 
t«*es to lengthen the term 
of 
the 
small. 
weak, 
short-terui 
district 
schools to a minimum of six months 
and. it possible, a maximum of eight 
m onths; second, to provide for tuition 
of high school children residing in tl 
one-teacher district J third, to provide 
equipment for tin* proper teaching of 
agriculture, farm mechanics and do­ 
mestic arts in the 
rural 
schools: 
fourth, to provide a grant of $1000 
for all legally effected consolidations, 
when voted by the people, which re­ 
sult in a school of not less than four 
teachers and not over five hundred 
seholast it s. 
•*!t will he necessary to reserve en­ 
ough to care for these three new pur­ 
p o ses; therefore, one may reasonably 
expect an increase over last year of 
about one-third in tin* amount allot­ 
ted. 
Supervisors Now Inspecting 
•(Mir corps of supervisors are now 
at work insp(*cting tiie rural schools 
applying for aid. 
You will he duly n o ­ 
tified some five days in advance of liis 
coining, so that you may prepare tin* 
necessary 
itinerary over the county 
and advise tin* district trustees. 
The 
amount of aid which can be granted to 
any school in your county cannot Is* 
Ktatisl in advance, hut will he deter­ 
mined by the supervisor after visiting 
all the state aid schools of the county 
and checking up their financial needs. 
The supervisor will leave with you a 
copy of the report 
made 
on 
each 
school, showing 
the amount 
recom­ 
mended for each. 
The departm ent of 
education earnestly asks your co-op­ 
eration in making a proper and wise 
distribution of tin* amount allotted, 
in accord with the spirit and letter of 
the Ih w . 
“To assist in tin* necessary work of 
tiie supervisor, 1 am suggesting that 
previous to his coming you have a cor­ 
rect record of the assessed valuations 
of each school district asking for aid, 
a complete showing of nil expected in­ 
comes and liabilities of each a register 
of the certificates of all teachers now 
teaching in tin* county, a written re­ 
cord of the credits claimed by all 
teachers holding second grade certi­ 
ficates who art* teachings in state aid 
schools and building toward a higher 
certificate, and that you have on file 
a copy of the written contract with 
every teacher under your JuriMl'ctloii. 
“There is now a deficiency in the 
state treasury, and it is quite unlikely 
tiiat the state wilt lie able to cash any 
w arrants drawn against tin* state aid 
fund before M n h 1. '

He was especially skill­ 
ed In his line and when he was young­ 
er could fashion anything desired. 
He came to Texas over fifty years 
ago and except for one year in Collin 
I county had lived constantly in Coman- 
; che county. 
For twenty 
years 
he 
! made his home with 
ids 
daughter. 
Mrs. F. A. (Mark, but hist spring her 
1 health failed and sin* was no longer 
¡able to care for him. so he was re- 
mov«*d t<i his son’s home near (Jus­ 
tine. 
Until ids hundredth birthday, 
which was celebrated in an appropri­ 
ate m anner in Comanche over three 
years ago. the pr« *euce of almost all 
his descendants, Mr. Banner had re­ 
mained active, being accustomed 
to 
walk to town every day hut since then 


j he had been gradually falling until 
the end came. 
Two weeks ago he he- j 
I came deaf, blind and speechless and i 
gradually sank until death relieved 
his -pirit Saturday evening. 
He was hurled at the Board Church 
cemetery Sunday afternoon.

Martha B roadw ater in 1847 in Vir­ 
ginia, hut she crossed over to tin* oth- 
erside many years ago.
